Serious ill health, however, re- 
lieves the subject against even such an 
obligation, and it is probable Lord Salis- 
bury’s resignation will be accepted at no 
remote period. 

It is worthy of note that Lord Salisbury 
had long interviews with*Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. Balfour separately after the cab- 
inet council yesterday and then returned 
to Hatfield house. 

Earl Cadogan, the lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land; Henry Chaplin, president of the local 
government board, and Mr. Akers-Douglas, 
first commissioner of public works, also 
paid visits yesterday to Sir William Wal- 
rond, the chief conservative whip.

SETS TOWN ON FIRE 
HALF DOZEN HOUSES LEFT 


Nova Scotia Town Is Wiped Off the Map 
Three Thousand Five Hundred People 


LIGHTNING STROKE 
Almost Entirely. 


DISASTER IS APPALLING IN ITS EXTENT 


Historic Windsor Visited by a Con- 
flagration Entailing a Loss 
of $3,000,000. 


Halifax, N. S., October 17.—Historic 
Windsor, one of the most beautiful towns 
in the province, was devastated by fire 
this morning. 

For six hours, beginning shortly before 
3 a. m., the fire, fanned by a violent north- 
west gale, raged so flercely that the local 
fire department was absolutely helpless 
to cope with it and within half an hour 
after its discovery the mayor began to 
call for outside assistance. 

Long before noon the town had been 
almost completely eaten up, the area cov- 
ered by the flames being almost a mile 
square, and of the four hundred or more 
buildings occupying that section, barely a 
half dozen scorched structures remain. 
Among the buildings that escaped are 
the Windsor cotton factory, King’s col- 
lege, the Anglican church, the Edgehill 
school for girls and thé Buffrin hotel. 
The latter is the only hotel left stand- 
ing. 

Ne Nova Scotia town has ever: been 
visited by a conflagration of such dimen- 
sions. Of the 3,500 people that inhabited 
the place few have homes of ‘their own 
tonight. | 
Over 3,000 have beem taken in by the 
residents of the surrounding country and 
neighboring towns, while the remainder 
of the sufferers have gone to Halifax or 
are sheltered ip army tents erected 
the vacant plots by a detachment of Brit- 
ish troops from the garrison city. 
The fire started in a barn behind the 
Marine block in the heart of the business 
district. The high gale prevailing carried 
the flames to other buildings before the 
firemen had time to get to work. 

The occupants of dwellings had time to 
hurry on some clothing and to drag some 
household goods into the streets, but there 
was no place of saféty to which anything 
could be removed quickly enough to save 
it from being destroyed er damaged, 

During the past few years many hand- 
some brick structures have been erected, 
but these generally con*ig:ious to old wood- 
en buildings and al! w™. down together 
before the furious flumes. 

The origin of the fire is somewhat mixed. 
A severe lightning storm passed over the 
town before the flam2s burst forth and 
some think the barn in which the fire 
started may have been struck by lightning, 
but mahy strongly suspect that the confla- 
gration originated through the carelessness 
of some drunken man. Fortunately no 
lives were lost. 

In the hurry and excitement horses and 
cattle in the stables were forgotten and 
many perished in the flames or were suffo- 
cated from smoke. The fire has moderated 
somewhat and there is no likelihood of 
further destruction. 

Relief measures were started in Halifax 
at an early hour and this afternoon a 
train load of provisions. tents, blankets, 
etc., arrived from the provincial capital. 
Aboard the train were General Montgomery 
Moore, Governor Daly, Mayor Stephen and 
100 men of the Royal Berkshire regiment 
and royal engineers, who were brought to 
attend to the erection of tents and aid in 
the relief work. 

The total loss is estimated roughly at 
$5,000,000. While a number of the heavier 
losers are partially insured, and some of 
them pretty well covered, the total insur- 
ance is calculated to be not more than 
$500,000. , 


TWO LODGERS BURN TO DEATH. 


Mining Town in Califorina Jisited by 
a Big Fire. 

Towa Hill, Cal., October 17.—Iowa Hill, a 
mining town situated in the mountains of 
Placer county, was visited by a most 
damaging fire this morning. The fire start- 
ed in the Central hotel and within a very 
few minutes the hotel was a mass of 
flames and the walls were falling in. 

Two lodgers, William Golden and William 
Owens, perished in the flames. The re- 
mains of both were burned beyond recog- 
nition. 

As to the origin of the fire there are 
conflicting stories, many seeming to think 
that it was the work of an incendiary. 


SEVEN STORY FACTORY BURNED 


Building Owned by Trinity Church 
Corporation Destroyed. 

New York, October 17.—A $300,000 fire in 
the seven-story building at 279 and 281 
Spring street taxed the energies of the fire 
department this afternoon. The basement. 
first and second floors of the building were 
occupled by Fitzpatrick & Co., manufac- 
turers of mirrors, plate glass, stained glass, 
coach and carriage windows and doors. 
The five upper floors were occupied by the 
Bradley-Currier Company, manufacturers 
of doors, sashes, frames and mantels of 
the most expensive sort. 

The building was owned by the Trinity 
church corporation and was valued at $100,- 
000. Nothing of it now remains but the 
blackened walls, and they will have to be 
rebuilt. The stock of Fitzpatrick & Co. and 


the Bradley-Currier Company., all of which 
was destroyed, was estimated to be worth 
$200,000.

Quarantine Regulations Are Detied 
and the Board of Health 
Needs Money.

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New Orleans, October 17.—While the 
new cases did not run’ up rapidly here 
today, the deaths were somewhat numer- 
ous, comparatively speaking, having 
reached five as early as 6 o'clock this 


evening. 

One of the fatal cases, however, 
sented the same old story of neglect and 
concealment. ( 

Domenico Miceli’s case appears today 
under both heads, new cases and deaths. 
He had been taken ill some time ago at 
441 South Basin street, where there had 
previously been a case, and whence a4 
death had resulted. No report of Miceli’s 
sickness was made to the board and no 
doctor called in until it was too late 
@ do anything for the man. He was an 
Italian, more of whom have succumbed 
to the present fever in proportion to cases 
than all of the other nationalities put 
together. 

The Gould case was reported four days 
ago and the patient was removed to Hotel 
Dieu, dying there this morning. 

James Burns's case was reported on the 
9th and he died this morning. 

The case of Mathieu Levy was of some 
days’ standing. 

William Bockfield, among the deaths to- 
day, was the bookkeeper of the Metropoli- 
tan bank. He came here a few years ago, 
had a wife and six children in Germany, 
and was in good circumstances. He was 
taken sick on Monddy and died before 
noon teday. The bodies of tit@se five people 
were promptly buried. 

In deference to the protest that has 
been made against the indiscriminate tak- 
ing in of patients at Touro infirmary, the 
management of that institution has de- 
cided that in future the hospital will re- 
ceive only those who have been visited 
by the physicians of the institution and 
their removal recommended. The object, 
it is understood, is to prevent too large 
sn influx of patients into the institu- 
tion. 


Quarantine Regulations Defied. 

The agitation against the quarantine reg- 
ulations of the board of health is encour- 
aging violations of the regulations. There 
is a very considerable sentiment against 
continuing the quarantine system and the 
result is that, the board of health having 
reduced the number of its guards, in- 
mates of houses are slipping out into the 
street whenever they have a mind to. 
It is no longer considered possible, with- 
out the expenditure of large sums of 
money, to maintain cordons around in- 
fected houses strong enough to prevent 
egress and ingress. Whether or not the 
fact that people are coming out of and 
going into infected houses is having th® 
effect of spreading the fever is a dis- 
puted question among the authorities; but 
the belief is growing that the board will 
not seek much longer to maintain the 
quarantine system by which it has hoped 
to keep down the fever. 

The board of health continues to reduce 
expenses. It is lopping off clerks and cut- 
ting down guards, and if the governor 
does not soon respond with the money 
which he has been asked for, the board 
will get to bedrock shortly and dispense 
with most of its extra help. Secretary 
Patton, of the board, said this evening 
that he had been in communication with 
the governor, but that nothing definite 
had been learned as to whether or not 
the money will be forthcoming. The board 
hag been counting on paying off its em- 
ployées during the beginning of this 
week. 

The work of sanitation is kept up and 
the pumps of the old auxillary sanitary 
association are now in full working order 
and are throwing eight millions of gallons 
of water into the gutters daily. The city 
is in a fairly clean condition.

/ Dr. R. S. Olliphant, of the Louisiana state 


board of health, yesterday communicated 
with Drs. Haralson and Gant, of the Mis- 
Sissippi state board, at Biloxi, requesting 
them to investigate the cases at the bay. 

This evening Dr. Olliphant received a 
message from Drs. Haralson and Gant, 
dated at Biloxl, saying: 

‘“‘Have just returned from Bay St. Louis; 
visited eight cases; seven yellow fever, 
one suSpicious. Surgeon x. D. Murray, of 
the marine hospital service, who accompa- 
nied us, concurred in the diagnosis of 
each case.”’ 

Upon receipt of the telegram from Drs. 
Haralson and Gant, Dr. Oliphant promptiy 
promulgated a decree of quarantine against 
Bay St. Louis and all of its environs, thus 
placing the western limit of gulf shore 
quarantine at Pearl river. Dr. Landry, at 
present stationed at the Rigolets, will be 
transferred to Lookout, where he will in- 
spect all passengers on incoming trains 
and prevent the entrance into Louisiana of 
persons from the infected territory. 

Dr. Olliphant has addressed a letter to 
the superintendent of the Louisville and 
Nashville road informing him of the quar- 
antine and asking his assistance in its 
enforcement.

MEN FLOAT ON PLAKKS ALL NISHT LONG 


The Captain of the Boat Blows Hig 
Brains Out as She Goes 
Down. .

Havana, October 17.—The gunboat Maria 
Cristina, which left this port yesterday for 
the scene of the wreck of the coasting 
steamer Triton, bound from Havana to 
Bahia Honda, Pinar del Rio, which sank 
yesterday morning between Dominica and 
Mariel, has returned, accOmpanied by the 
tugboat Susie, which went with her. 

The fwo vessels arr'ived here at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon, the gunboat having on 
board nineteen and the tugboat twenty- 
three of the members of the lost ship's 
company, of whom thirteen ere c:viijians 
end soldiers. The whereabouts of tne 
others of the company are unknow 1. 

The Triton struck the rock during a 
heavy rainstorm. Her ea-ro shifted and 
fifteen minutes later she sani 19 129 fathoims 
of water. 

A scene of terrible confusion and panic 
ensued as soon as the prseengers realized 
the meaning of the crash. Ina wild strug- 
gle they rushed for the boats. The first 
boat that was lowered capsized immediate- 
iy ard all of its occupaiis were drowned 
in the whirling waters. The next was 
struck by an enormous weve and turned 
over drowning twenty, but the frail cratt 
righted again and eight who had been 
thrown out regained it. 

Some were good swimmers and kept 
themselves afloat for hours; other floated 
about for twenty-four hours on planks. 
Four soldiers on planks, whom the strong 
current carried east of Havana, cpposite 
Morro castle, were saved this morning by 
a pilot boat going toward Cardenas. They 
declare that last evening there were many 
others near them on plaiks, ttt when 
this morning came all otters had ¢.sap- 
peared. Some of them probaliv becsme 
food for sharks. 

Those who were rescued tell heart:¢r.a- 
ing stories of the scenes durin the terrible 
quarter of an hour before the Triton 
sank. An army captain, his w'fe and 
daughter, went down together, locked in a 
last embrace. A mother with twins fif- 
teen months old drifted helplessly away on 
the crest of a great wave. All the other 
laclies and children were drowned. Just as 
the Triton was sinking Captain Kicardo, 
her commander. committed Suicide by 
shooting himselt with dis revolver. If is 
impossible to give the exact mumber of 
those who were lost, hut it ‘s _#timated 
that they were no fewer than 150. No 
Dassenger list ‘has been found. 

The consigneee says the vessel, which 
carried a general cargo, was not insured. 

The forty-two rescued persons suffered 
severely from the exposure. All of them 
were more or less bruised and many of 
them badly wounded.

The Armor Plate Board Passed Through 
Atlanta Yesterday. 


IS EN ROUTE TO BIRMINGHAM 


Members «cf the Board Are Looking for 
a Suitable Site. 


THE VISIT MEANS MUCH TO THE SOUTH 


Indications Are Favorable to the Lo- 
cation of a Large Armor Plate 
Plant by the Government. 


The members of the government armor 
plate board passed through the city yes- 
terday afternoon en route from Washing- 
ton to Birmingham. The board came in 
on the Southern vestibuled and> left over 
the Southern to Birmingham as soon as 
the special car in which the members 
were traveling could be switched about 
and coupled to the Birmingham train. 

The board is composed of the following 
gentiemen: Commodore Howell, Civil En- 
gineer Endicott, Captain McCormick, Chief 
Engineer Perry, Lieutenant Fletcher. Ac- 
companying the board were Lieutenant 
Chambers, the secretary, and C. W. De- 
Knight, the clerk to the board. The party 
was accompanied as far as Atlanta by 
Mr. M. V. Richards, the land and indus- 
trial agent of the Secuthern railway sys- 
tem. 

The party left Washington Saturday 

ight. The board will be in Birmingham 
this morning, where they will spend two 
days looking over the iron mines for a 
Suitable site for an armor plate plant. 
The rich mineral properties about Birming- 
ham will be visited by the board and sev- 
eral trips will be made around the city 
and into contiguous territory. 

The itinerary of the trip 
day at Sheffield, where similar 
inspection will be made. From Sheffield 
the party will go to Chattanooga to in- 
spect the iron fields. Knoxville will be the 
next place visited, and the last stop that 
will be made will be in Elizabethton, Tenn. 
When these cities have been visited the 
party will return ‘to Washington and a 
report of the tour will be made out and 
filed wilh the proper authorities, The board 
has not the authority to select site 
for the proposed plant, and it is not even 
privileged to make a suggestion. 

“Our report will only show the 
we have visited, what we found and what 
would be the probable cost of erecting an 
armor plate plant such as has been sug- 
gested,’’ said Secretary Chambers yester- 
day as his car was being switched around 
the tracks. ‘‘We will show what the iron 
ore will cost, what the coal and oil will 
cost, what is the supply of these mate- 
rials and what would be the necessary 
expenditure,’’ 

Captain McCormick talked interestingly 
of the trip as it had been outlined to him, 
He is of the opinion that an armor plate 
plant can easily be established in the 
south and that the ore now being shipped 
can be utilized by the government as it 
comes hot from the furnace. 

“The government, you know, has no 
plant for the making of its armor plate,’’ 
said Captain McCormick pleasantly, after 
having first inquired about the yellow fe- 
ver. “The government is now buying its 
plate from two large firms, one of which 
is the Carnegie house. Of course I have 
idea of what we will report as yet,

Gyp South, who, with the possible ex- 
ception of ‘“‘Biscuit,’’ is tha most notorious 
boy criminal ever sent to the penitentiary 
from this eity, will be back in Atlanta 
this morning. 

He will be accompanied by one of the 
guards from the camp, which has beer his 
home for some time past, and wil] remain 
in the police barracks untii tonight, when 
he will be put aboard the train for Nash- 
ville. 

He is on his way to the reformatory, 
which is located near that city, and which 
recently sprang into prominence by open- 
ing its arms to receive “Biscuit.”” With 
Gyp will go Frank Bryan, Biscuit’s part- 
ner, with-whom he burglagized a store

etrebts of Nashville. The Young Men's 
Democratic League have consented to send 
a large delegation of young men to do 
honors among the beautiful women. 

Three thousand citizens will be expected 
to take the trip with the others, and will 
give the bluegrass city a rousing time. 
The directors of the Atlanta exposition 
will go. The Woman's Club will be ex- 
pected to attend, and it is thought that 
they will.consent to send a large delega- 
tion. 

“By giving a day over to Atlanta the di- 
rectors of the exposition have conferred 
an honor on her that has been enjoyed 
by few,'’ said a prominent Atlantian yes- 
terday, “and it is but the duty of the city 
to turn out the largest crowd on that day 
that has ever left her gates. 

“I believe that the pople will do that, 
and if they will send a delegation that is 
worthy of the city they will be given a 
royal reception by the people of the blue- 
grass region. The people of Nashville think 
that Atlanta is next to themselves, and 
expect them to act accordingly.” 

Mayor Collier will, as soon as the invi- 
tation is received, appoint the official com- 
mittees to act in behalf of the city on this 
day. The committee will be made of mem- 
bers of the council and the aldermanic 
board, prominent citizens and others. These 
will be the especial guests, while the large 
number of citizens who will go will be 
given the keys to the Tennessee capital 
for the length of time they are there. 

The military will 
Tennessee militia, as they were entertained 
by the military of Atlanta when they came 
to the Cotton States exposition. Nearly all 
the officers think favorably of the trip, 
and it is thought to be very likely that 
they will attend. 

Colonel Candler has not yet received any 
communication from Mayor Collier on the 
matter, but will probably hear from him 
today. If the regiment. goes it will carry 
some of the out-of-town companies that 
have not been to the exposition, and this 
will very much increase the number of 
soldiers that will be in the Atlanta day 
parade. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, which will carry the crowd, will 
offer a special inducement to them, and 
will run several sections of trains to ac- 
commodate the crowd. They will leave 
here on the night of the 27th, arriving 
in Nashville on the morning of the 28th, 
and if they desire they can leave there 
on the night of the 28th and arrive here 
on the morning of the 29th, not having 
been away from the city but one day and 
two nights. 

lt is thought that many of them will 
remain longer, but if the business men can- 
not be absent from their affairs longer 
than this, they will be given the opportu- 
nity to return at the first chance.

Invitation to Atlanta To Take Part 
in It. 

From the Nashville chamber of commerce 
comes a pressing’ invitation to the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, Mayor Charles A.

The invitation. which is cordial and hear- 
ty. was issued Saturday and was sent out 
over the signature of Captain A. !. Hurris, 
president, and Major A. W. Wills, secre- 
tary, of the Nashville chamber of com- 
meree. 

Another invitation, this one from Mayor 
McCarthy and President A. 8. Williams, of 
the Nashville city council, was wired laat 
night to Mayor Collier und the Atlanta 
city council, asking that they be present 
on Thomas day, October 28th, and partici- 
pate in the exercises of the day.

It is safe to say that with this trio—Bis- 
cuit, Gyp and Frank—in his charge the 
kindly manager of the reformatory will 
have his hands full, but he has announced 
that he {s not afraid and promises to make 
men out of them before he turns them 
loose, 

The pardon of Gyp South is worthy of 
some note on account of the fact that it is 
the first conditional pardon ever given an 
inmate of the penitentiary in this state. 
Governor Atkinson was worried s0me- 
what for a time over a conditional par@on, 
as the lawyers in the case disagreed as 
to its legality. 

It was finally decided, however, to be 
within the power of the governor to pardon 
a convict on conditions, and those imposed 
upon the pardon of Gyp were that he 
Should be sent at once to a reformatory 
and remain in the charge of this state— 
that is, he shoyld be considered a convict 
until the three years, which will end his 
sentence, shall have passed. 

After that time he will*'still remain in 
the reformatory for three-'years, or until 
he will reach the age of twenty-one years. 
This makes six years Of reformatory life 
for Gyp, as he is at present only fifteen 
years old, and it is thought that in that 
time he will be made to‘isee the error of 
his ways. ; 

It is a fact, but one that is not generally 
known, that Gyp is no longer the son of 
his father. About one week ago M. P. 
South was prevailed upon to sign a docue- 
ment by which he agreed to relinqu‘sh 
parental control of his son to Mr. W. 
Woods White, of this city, and that gen- 
tleman is at present the guardian of the 
young criminal. 

He has announced his intention of keep- 
ing Gyp at the reformatory until he has 
reached the age of twenty-one years. and 
then starting him in business, thus giving 
him a chance to make a good citizen of 
himself. Gyp is well known to the police 
authorities of this city and It is probable 
he will create a sensation at the barracks. 


MUST FUMIGATE IN ATLANTA 


Order Passed Yesterday To Have All 
Mail Fumigated Here. 


MONTGOMERY IS IN A HOLE 


_—- -~-- -- 


Can’t Send Mail to Her Suburbs Until 
It Has Been Sent All the Way to/ 
Atlanta for Fumigation. 


Atlanta has been made the fum'‘gation 
headquarters for the south. 

All the mail in the entire country that 
must be fumigated is sent here to be dis- 
infected by the formaldehyde gas tumes. 
Not a single letter that demands fumiga- 
tion fails to come here to be punched and 
d‘sinfected. 

Montgomery, Ala., finds herself to be in 
the most embatrassing and unexpected 
situation. She can't get mai] to her own 
suburbs until it has been sent over to this 
city for fumigation. 

If a man living within the city limits of 
Montgomery, writes a letter to his lawver 
or his grocer, or any one outside the city 
limits, he must put his letter in the mails 
for Atlanta and let it travel its roundabout 
way of several hundred miles before it can 
be delivered to its destination, within prob- 
ably one-fourth of a mile from the place 
where it was written. 

The quarantine of the other towns 
against Montgomery has given that iown 
a black eye, and has thrown the mail ser 
vice into some disorder again. Superiniend- 
ent Terrell, of the railway mail service, ig- 
sued the orders yesterday which make At- 
lanta the headquarters for the fumigation. 
He sent out telegraphic instructions that 
all mail for the towns that have quaran- 
tined be sent here from Montgomery to be 
fimigated so that it may go to ‘ts desti- 
nation.

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WILL THIS ACT 


CUT ANY FIGURE? 


Legislature of 1853 Made Decatur DeKalb’s 
Permanent County Site. 


THE ACT WAS A COMPROMMSE 


Resulted from the Fight Brought by 
the Formation of Fulton Cvunty. 


JUDGE EZZARD REPRESENTED DEKALB 


The Act Which Was Disc>72red Only 


a Few Days Ago Recalls Some 
Interesting History. 


‘tAnd be it further enacted by the author- 
ity &foresaid, That the county site of Da- 
Kalb county shall not be removed, or the 
public buildings transferred therefrom, 
from the town of Decatur, the present 
county site of DeKalb county, but that the 
county site of said county, with the public 
buildings, be, and the same are hereby 
declared to be permanently and perpetually 
located at the town of Decatur, the present 
county site.”—From the Acts of the Legis- 
lature, December 20, 1553. 


That was the compromise which resulted 
from the fight made when Fulton county 
was taken from DeKalb and the county 
site of the new county was placed at At- 
lanta. The passage of the act Was the 
conclusion in ‘the legislature of a fight of 
bitterness to which the present fight in that 
county pales into insignificance. 

Will this act, which has never been re- 
pealed and is of force, cut any figure in 
the present warfare that is being waged 
between Decatur and Stone Mountain re!- 
ative to the removal of the courthouse from 
the former town to the latter? One of the 
most prominent attorneys in the city says 
the present legislature, which is to be asked 
to repeal the old act,will hesitate when it is 
remembered that the location of the county 
site at Decatur was the result of a compro- 
mise. 

“The very fact that Decatur was selected 
at that time,’”’ says the attorney, “shows 
how our fathers looked at the matter. Ful- 
ton county would never have been secured 
had it not been for the compromise 
which was the price of the new county. 
Any law can be repealed by the proper 
authorities, but will this law be repealed? 
That is the question which I am interested 
in, although I have taken no part in the 
present courthouse discussion and am not 
interested in the question from the stand- 
point of a citizen of DeKalb.”’ 

The old act, which was passed when 
Judge Ezzard was a member of ihe legis- 
lature from DeKalb, whether it is of any 
significance to the present discussion of the 
DeKalb county site, recalls the interesting 
history which was made by the formation 
of Fulton county. The territory now known 
as Fulton was then a part of DeKalb and 
the latter county, with the exception of 
Henry county, was probably one of the 
largest in the gtate. 


SAM JONES: COMMENT 


ON HIS CELEBRATION 


It was my ereat pleasure to aftend the 
fiftieth birthday celebration of Rev. Sam 
Jones, at Cartersville, Saturday. A num- 
ber of people have questioned me concern- 
ing certain features of that notable gath- 
ering which I had not the time nor space 
to incorporate in my account in Sunday’s 
Constitution, and I have written here a 
few afterthoughts of what I believe to be 
as noteworthy an affair as has ever tak2n 
place in the south. 

Busy men of wealth and intelligence left 
their ‘business and trades and colleges to 
do honor to this man, who claims no other 
distinction than an earnest effort to better 
his fellowmen. Neither money, wealth nor 
fame were to be worshiped at th e altar of 
Mammon, 


Sam Jones has a beautiful home, sur- 
rounded by every comfort. There is no 
effort at useless display, but all is elegant 
in its very simplicity. I have heard Sam 
Jones criticised because of this very home. 
bert I suppose he has long ago become used 
to the voice of the calumniator. He can do 
no more nor less ,fthan make his family 
comfortable, and for every dollar he has 
expended on that home in Cartérsville he 
has worked and toiled hard many and 
many months. There may be those who 
have enmity toward Sam Jones, but he 
knows no enemies. 


I was struck with one remark he_madé 
at his dinner speech. He said in a choking 
voice and with his head bowed low upon 
his breast: 

“T have passed through the hardest of 
tempation and I am passing through it 
still The fight is a hard one, but I be- 
lieve I will reach the goal safely.”’ 

Now the question will be asked, and I 
asked it of myself: How is a man like this 
tempted? I have thought of it, and I have 
looked into his life to see wherein lies the 
‘thorn in the flesh,” the rock which may 
be a stumbling block to his feet. 

It ts possible, of course, that he may 
still be tempted to return to the wine cup, 
and that sordid pleasures of this worid 
may secm bright and beautiful to his eye, 
but I believe that after Satan, thse arch- 
enemy he has so long fought valiantly and 
victoriously, led him through the wiider- 
ness of sin, he is taking him now upon “an 
exceeding high mountain,”’ and is showing 
him the glories of this world which may 
be his, for it is true that he has now the 
chance to make a great fortune. If he 
would quit preaching and devote his en- 
tire time to the lecture field he would in a 
few years amass a large fortune. With 
wealth he would be a man of power and in- 
fluence, for money, coupled to such genious 
as his, would make him truly a power in 
the world. 

Did he know that his footsteps were being 
led unto the high mountain when he ut- 
terei those words to his guests last Sat- 
urday? 


One question is often asked about Sam 
Jones. Is he conscientious? Of course this 
question comes from his critics. It 
comes from those who are living chiefly for 
this world and it is hard for them to think 
of a man doing any great work without a 
sinister, or, at least, a worldly motive. 

There is one thing in connectior with Sam 
Jones’s life which has convinced me that 
he is in mind, heart and sou) all that he 
claims to be, and that is the fact that his 
family believes it and looks upon him as the 
“best man living.”’ Men can fool the outside 
world, but they can’t fool their home-folks. 
They can wear the mask -of hypocrisy out 
in company, but the strain is tov great to 
keep it on at home. 


I was struck with something about Sam 
Jones’s home, which is typical of his life. 
When he built his present home he had the 
old home, which was a one-story frame 
bufiding, raised and the new portion buiit 
under it. The old homestead Is there, but it 
is elevated and made beautiful by the new 
part, which is a handsome foundation. So 
it is with the life of the owner. The old 
Som Jones has been lifted up with a-new 
man and a firm foundation, the “maker 
and builder of which is God.” While the 
entire new structure is beautiful to behold 
yet the old Sam Jones is still there with the 
humor and the boyishness and the love for 
all mankind.

Messenger Boys Strike Because of the 
Color of Their Uniforms. 


THEY DID NOT LIKE GREEN 


The Boys Kicked When Toid They 
Must Don Their New Suits. 


“NOT ON YOUR LIFE,” SAID THE BOYS 


Several of the Messengers Went Back 
To Work, but a Number Remain- 
ed Out on the Strike. 
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Green uniforms and jaunty caps 
bright monograms stuck just 
bills caused the biggest strike 
ever occurred in the Atlanta 

service. 

The uniforms, flashing in the gorgeous- 
ness of color. were too much for the 
aesthetic souls of the messenger boys. 
When they were told that they must don 
the uniforms there was a_ rebellion at 
once. 

“Not on your life,’ said the boys when 
the boss said that uniforms must be worn. 

It was last week that the strike occurred. 
The Southern Messenger Service, on Broad 
street, was the scene. The managers of 
the service decided that it would be proper 
for the boys to wear uniforms, as they not 
only carried messages, but delivered all 
the telegrams for the Western Union. The 
Western Union managers and the managers 
of the Bell Telephone Exchange are the 
managers of the messenger service. They 
naturally wanted their messengers to be 
attired in uniforms. Two wecks ago the 
edict went forth. The thirty-five boys were 
measured for the suits, and the order was 
sent on for the thirty-five uniforms with 
caps to correspond. 

So far there was no kick, but the uni- 
forms arrived and the sight of the flashing 
green aroused the slumbering sparks of re- 
bellion and mutiny in the hearts of the 
messengers. Some of them tried on the uni- 
forms and were even brave enough to look 
into the glass. 

The result was startling. ‘“‘We'll quit be- 
fore we'll wear them uniforms,” the boys 
said. 

Finally some of the boys were convinced 
that the uniforms were the proper thing, 
but six or eight of them swore that they 
would not assume the uniforms. They quit 
their jobs. The boys who struck said that 
they did not wish to smother all sense of 
pride by appearing in uniform. They said 
they had too much self-respect to wear the 
green apparel. 

Other messengers are now wearing the 
numbers of the boys who quit. The remain- 
der of the boys seem to like the neat- 
fitting uniforms, and they spin around 
town on their wheels as if they were proud 
of their nice new green suits.

Dr. Landrum to the Veterans. 


Dr. W. W. J.andrum, pastor of the First 
church, delivered the address of the even- 
ing, directing his remarks to the veterans, 
the living and the dead. He paid them a 
glowing tribute, but his remarks were main- 
ly confined to the destiny of man. His re- 
marks are given in full as follows: 

Confederaie so ders were rel g.0.8. 
ismm and irrelig:on were unkKuown among 
them. Men-’whno wore the gray were an-:- 
inated by a deep and abiding conviction in 
the power, wisuom, goodness and iove of 
God. From the president down to the hum- 
biest private there was confidence in the 
leadership of the Alm.ghty. Victory was 
uscribed to His providence and defeat was 
accepted as in accordance with His will. 
Neitner the crusaders nor Cromwell ever 
marshaled a host more thoroughly perme- 
uted with the religious spirii. “Goa and 
the Right’’ was the waichword. It is an 
ultogether material and seemly thing, 
therefore, for confederate surv.vors to ap- 
pear in the house of God tonight to recog- 
nize His goodness and proclaim His praise. 
They but perpetuate the principles of their 
heroic comrades who, living or dying, vic- 
torious or vanqgu shed, bowed to the will 
vf Him who is “too wise to err and too 
#ood to be unkind.” 

My message to you is one of hope; [ 
come to talk of the better country beyond 
the stars. How happy I shall be tonight 
if I am enabled to iift the eyes of these 
grizzled veterans to the land of fulfilment 
and realization, where every expectat:on 
will be found io be just and true and pre- 
cious. I come to sing again: ‘‘Earth hath 
no sorrow that heaven cannot heal.” 

This is not the worst world poss:ble; it 
is not a wholly bad world; it is a good 
world and becoming, I believe, a_ better 
world. None the less, it is not the best 
world possible. Nature, without the con- 
current testimony of the Bible, is not a 
satisfactory revelation of God to me. What 
does nature show? Much of God’s yood- 
ness, I admit, but also much of His anger 
and judgment. Nature's teachings are 
pervert ble and are perverted. Nature’s 
interpreters are too frequently godless; the 
geologist drags arguments from the bowels 
of the earth, and the astronomer tears 
reasons from the heavens to prove that no 
footsteps of God are visible in the one 
and no glory of God is reflected on the 
other. Nature seems to allow conflicting 
views Of our heavenly Father, and so I 
cannot find restful satisfaction in nature 
as it now is. I look for ‘a new heaven 
and a new earth wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness.’’ God's word tells me it is com- 
ing. The cloud that now covers nature 
shall be withdrawn; the glass’ through 
which we now see so darkly shall be 
cleansed, polished and adjusted to our eyes. 
What a revelation then! Then we shall 
beho!d the’ footprints of God everywhere 
and the handiwork of God in everything. 
How entrancing then to discover our Fath- 
er’s smile in every sunbeam; His beauty 
in the rainbow; His greatness in the ex- 
panse of the firmament strewn with stars: 
His goodness in the warp and woof of 
the universe. The time is coming when 
ail sounds will be harmony and ali sights 
beauty. ‘“‘The universe is going to become,” 
"as one has eloquently said, ‘‘a grand and 
glorious hymn with all the forces of nature 
for the words in which it is written:” the 
universe shall be a _ colossal temple, its 
light God’s countenance, its altar the sac- 
rifice of God's Son, its worshipers God's 
redeemed children from every clime and 
country; aye, the universe shall be a pho- 
tograph of God himself. showing all that 
GOJ is, compete, expressive, perfe-t, happy. 

God's providence here is often a mystery 
to you and me. You and I have tried to 
interpret providence from the standpoint 
of earth and failed. Your life seems to 
you, brother, an inexplicable web: it is 
tangled, confused, apparently conflicting, 
always mysterious in its deepest move- 
ments. How changed will all this appear 
from the heavenly heights. Un in glory 
we shall look back and bless God for aij} 
the way He has led us along in this 
world. Some say we'll understand: that 
poverty of years will be =xplained: 
that sickness of years, the reason 
of which you could not under- 
stand.«will be revealed to have been nec- 
essary for the improvement ef your char- 
acter and the increase of your useful- 
ness. That bitter bereavement, tnat severe 
loss which turned a bright home rmto dark- 
ness. which even now lies like an ava- 
lanche on the heart, will be seen to be a 
blessing. It weaned you from earth: jt 
attracted your thoughts towara heaven 
You say now “I have lost them,”’ when 
you speak of the departed. You shal] dis- 
cover them saved, only reaching heaven 
earlier than you, precéding vou to the 
glory to be revealed. t 
darling on whose beautiful brow you gazed 
for so short a time: there the friend with 

whom you took sweet counsel and walked 

to the house of God; there your parents 
your dear.ones, will appear in redemption 
robes. What glorious groups they will be 
standing on the shores of the celestial sea 
with palms in their hands. inging the 
triumphant song of Moses and the Lamb. 

We shall read the book of Providence all 

right then. We shall see how every oc- 
currence in nature and in human experi- 

ence from the fall of: a sparrow to the’ 
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| wound of Jackson or the defeat at Appo- 

mattox; from the chirp of a grashopper 
to the shout of a nation, were all under 
God's control. We shall see how God was 
in all, bringing good out of evil, glory to 
Himself and happiness to all them that 
are His. 

Even the gospel of God’s grace is not un- 
derstood now. We know it is a blessing, 
a great blessing, the all inclusive 
and supreme blessing. The height 
of the gospel, however its 
length and breadth we can never under- 
stand till we get to heaven. How care- 
lessly do we repeat those words which 
have no parallel in the language of men: 
“God so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him might not perish but have 
everlasting life.’’ Angels have been re- 
peating the sentence for cycle upon cycle. 
but they know scarcely more than an atom 


of its import. Stop and reflect: weigh the 
tremendous statement. Nothing less than 
an infinite sacrifice eould express God’s 
love to sinners; nothing less than an infin- 
ite sufferer could be the means of its ex- 
pression. Christ slain for the sins of the 
world is the vision of heaven, the burden 
of the songs of the redeemed. There, 
when His glory is revealed, we shall see 
what greatness, what goodness, what love 
mercy and truth have been manifested and 
harmonized in the great fact of the humil- 
ination and sacrifice of our Savior for our 
salvation and eternal joy. I am trying 
to assure you that it ts ‘‘better farther on,” 
that the glory of heaven is worthy 
earnest search. 

Good men, the best mon I know, suffer 
in this world, but it is a eomfort to re- 
member that good men cannot suffer with 
the same intensity as bad men. They can 
never experience the Keenest anguish. 
What if they do pass through bereave- 
ment, loss, sickness? Their experiences 
do not p’eree the soul; they are rather out- 
ward and bodily. The agony of agonies is 
remorse. Remorse is the agony of a con- 
science approving the damnation of a lost 
soul. Peter may sin and weep, but he can 
never experience the abysmal wretchedness 
of Judas. Judas was tortured so inde- 
scribably that he flung himself into hell for 
reltef Lazarus may be poor and sick, lone- 
ly and friendless. but he will never know 
the pangs and penalties of. Dives tormented 
‘in the flames. Pau] may smart under the 
lash of cruelty and pass restless nights in 
the of vipers, but it is nothing to 
the fate of Nero. Sour-suffering is the 
acme of agony. Sufferings which do not 
reach the soul may be endured. Over 
against these think of  soul-happiness. 
Soul-happiness constitutes the highest joy 
in man’s highest nature. 

A good man's sufferings are short lived. 
They do not smite all days or every day. 
They are often interspersed with joy. Our 
lives are light and shadow, clouds and sun- 
shine. tears in the evening and laughter in 
the morning. Our sufferings are only oc- 
casional: ovr miseries are fow; our mercies 
are a multitude. In heaven the river of 
delight flows forever and the tree of life 
grows forever and the glory of life shines 
forever. 

A ‘good man’s severest sufferings have 
their compensations. If Joseph had never 
been Egypt's priconer he would never have 
heen Fevpt's governor. The iron chains 
about bis feet were transformed into a 
rolden chain about his neck. The more the 
diamond ts eut the more brilliant it be- 
eames. Afflictions, it has been said. are 
billows that polish souls for the temple of 
eternity. Afflictions are the instruments 
which make our souls svarkle as dila- 
monds in the heavens above. 

“In the white courts beyond the stars 

Jhe purest breasts wear deepest scars.”’ 

I am convinced of this also: the suffer- 
ings of zood men, even at the worst, never 
exceed their power of endurance. When the 
cross becomes too heavy and we are ready 
to fall Simon the Cyrenian draws near to 
help us bear our burden. When the “stone 
in the flesh’’ becomes intolerable you hear 
a cheering voice saying: “‘My grace is 
sufficient for thee.”’ When the worst comes 
to the worst you can but die. And what is 
death to veterans in the army of our Lord 
Jesus Christ? Some of you have faced it 
unflinchingly. yea. a hundred times. 
Death is an angel of mercy; it’s a summons 
home: it is but an emigrant ship, on which 
you embark with music and banners to 
the fatherland of the soul. 

Dear old veterans, God bless you every 
one. Does the voyage of any of you seem 
roveb and stormy? It will soon be over 
and the bright haven of perpetual rest 
will open its bosom to us all. Ja the road 
hard and flinty. ye footsore pilgrims? We 
dailv near our happy ‘home, all the more 
homelike by reason of the loved ones gone 
before. and it will soon encompass us. Let 
us live in the future: let us bring under 
contribution its compensating joys; let us ex 
perience a foretaste of the glory before it 
comes. It is coming. Jesus will set His 
own on His right hand. I hear Him calling 
vou: “Come. ye soldiers of the cross; come. 
ve conquerors of Immanuel, with palms of 
victory in your hands; come meet and 
mingle with them and recognize and re- 
inice with those who were separated from 
vou for a season.’ Home, sweet. sweet 
home. Hallelujah for the homeland in 
heaven!

Judge Marcus W. Beck Will Preside in 
the Absence of Judge Candler. 


LATTER TO TRY TAYLOR DELK 


Many Cases of Public Interest Are To 
Be Investigated. 


BUD FULLER MUST FACE A JURY 


The Huckabee and Albert Murders 
Willi Come Up for Trial Along 
with Many Important Cases. 


The criminal superior court will meet 
next Monday morning at 9 o'clock to take 
up the investigation of many 
eases which have been pending in the 
court for several weeks and also a numbcr 
which have but recently been made, ‘The 
grand jury is called to meet next Friday 
and make thea final arrangements for the 
opening day of the court. At this session 
of the erand jury there will come up for 
discussion and investigation many matters 
of interest to the public, 

The court will be presided over by Judge 
Marcus W. Beck, of the Flint cireuit. This 
crrangement hes been made on account of 
the absence of Judge Candler, who will 
pres‘de over the trial of Taylor Delk in 
Jackson. Delk will be placed on trial in 
Jackson superior court next Monday morn- 
ing and he will be tried for the fourth 
time. While Judge Candler is hearing the 
evidence in this case, Judge Beck will be 
conducting the trials in the Fulton court. 

Bud Fuller will be tried at the session 
of the criminal court next week unless 
there should be some good legal excuse 
made to the court. Fuller is charged 
with assault with intent to mur- 
der and his case will probably’ be 
one of the most interesting of § all 
that are to be called. Fuller is the father 
of the little boy who was found in the 
woods several weeKs ago in an impoverish- 
ed condition, nearly dead from fright, neg- 
lect, thirst and hunger. The child is now 
much better and will entirely recover in 
time. He will doubtless be in court as the 
trial proceeds, but it is not Known wheth- 
er the child will be a witness or not. 

The case of the state against Harry Cas- 
sin is on the docket and will no doubt be 
called when it is reached. Cass'n is under 
a $10,000 bond, which bears the signature of 
Banker F. WM. Coker. Cassin has not been 
seen in Atlanta for weeks and it is not 
known whether he will appear for 
trial or not. His attorney declines to give 
out any information about his client and 
there is naturally much interest attached 
to the fate of the case. Cassin is under in- 
dictment for embezzlement, the true bill of 
the grand jury charging that he embezzled 
more than $45,000 of the funds of the Geor- 
gia Loan, Savings and Banking Company. 

Two other trials of public concern are 
the bills against Williams, the negro 
charged with the murder of Policeman 
Albert, and the investigation that 
will result from the murder of Drug 
Clerk Huckabee, who was killed in a drug 
store at midnight several months ago. The 
detectives claim they;have circumstantial 
evidence which may implicate several ne- 
groes of bad reputation. 

Max Jett, charged 
intent to ‘murder, 
and his case will be reached 
some time during the coming Ses- 
sion of the criminal court. He is under two 
indictments, one charging him with stab- 
bing Will Sexton and the other is an as- 
sault with intent to murder Mrs. Sexton, 
It is claimed that Mrs. Sexton is in a criti- 
cal condition and may die. Jett’s defense 
will be,that he was assaulted by Will Sex- 
ton who had a hatchet and that what he 
did was done in self-defense. 

These are only a few of the cases, howev- 
er, and the entire docket filled with 
charges against well-known persons.

DR. HEARD ON “THE LAW.” 


Pastor of Merritts Avenue Preaches 
a Strong Sermon. 

At Merritts Avenue church Rev. Peter A. 
Heard preached at the morning service. 
His text was: I Tim, i: 8—‘But we know 
that the law is good, if a man use it law- 
fully.’’ He said in substance: 

“It is said that a man has _ perverted 
every gift made to him, except the gift of 
the’ holy spirit, and thas he cannot per- 
vert. Man is given to the wrong use of 
good things: to this may ‘be attributed 
much of our woe and sin. Many of the 
best movements for the uplifting of the 
people have been balked just here. 

“The law spoken of here is the general 
law, and is broad in its application. The 
decalogue shows God’s mind toward us: 
it is His will with reference to us. Paul 
says to Timothy that the law is good: goud 
in its intent and effect. God thought it 
necessary ‘sor man to avoid peril, and to 
understand the relations man had to his 
maker and to his fellows by having the 
law clearly set forth. Man was not left 
to his own moral intuitions, but was 
shown by the clear proclamation of the 
law promulgated by God Himself, the right 
and the wrong as it would affect man’s 
life. 

“Paul says the law was as a school- 
master to bring us to Christ. After Christ, 
Bhould we live properly in Him, there is 
no need of the law. The law bringing tus 
to Christ makes explanation to us and 
clears up the problems of doubt and ex- 
plains to us our necessities. In the wis- 
dom of God, Christ interprets the law 
given to Moses on Sinai and makes plain 
man’s duty to his God, as revealed in the 
higher and holier inspiration of Christ's 
love. Christ leads us from the bondage 
of the negative precepts of the decalogue 
and brings us to where we are indeed the 
eons of God. When we realize that we 
are Christ's own, we cannot stoop to the 
vile and debasing sins that tempt us and 
would beset us but for the safety we have 
in Christ. 

“Christ is the standard. There is noth- 
ing negative in Him. No ‘thou shalt not’ 
in Him, but every time it ‘yea’ and 
‘amen.’ A man under grace is not relieved 
of the law. A man that doesn’t Keep the 
law of Moses is not a son of God—he is 
an alien and a stranger. It is pernicious 
and erroneous to say the law must not be 
kept. He who cannot restrain himself 
from murder and theft, who does not love 
God and worship Him, who does not well 
to his neighbor and who transgresses the 
law. cannot claim a place among the chil- 
dren of God. But beyond the law and 
above it, including it all and more, is the 
law of love in Christ.”’

Albion W. Knight's Discourse at 
the Cathedral Yesterday. 


WORK OF PAST FOUR YEARS 


Believes the Parish Has Grown and 
Accomplished Much. 


REVOLUTION GF THE SILENT CURRENTS 


A Fine Sermon Which Was Listened 
to by a Large Congregation—Wnhat 
Has Been Done. 


The dean of St. Philip’s cathedral, Rev. 
Albion W. Knight, delivered a discourse 
yesterday morning which was of consid- 
interest, it being an anniversary 
and commemorating the fourth 
his pastorate. 

his text 
Psalm: 
counsel 
walked in house of God 
In the of his remarks he 
“Four years have gone, my friends, since 
first we talked together upon this text— 
four swift, fleeting years. It seems but 
yesterday that we became connected 
‘together. I am amazed when I try to 
bring myself to the realization of what 
this period of time means—how many days, 
hours and minutes go to make it up, and 
how great the things which could have 
been accomplished in it. 
“We can look back upon 
of our country and we can pick out pe- 
rivaggs of four years, here and there, woich 
have exercised a great and powerful Influ- 
ence in Shaping the destiny of the nation, 
Think upon the period from 1861 to 1S, 
liow great, how tremendous. were the 
events crowded into the period between 
the spring of 1861 and the spring of 1lvo. 
Hiow stormy they were. What sadness, 
what heart-burnings, what misery. What 
the deep things life. And 
the welding of a confederacy 
the change of the whole 
and destiny of a people. Those 
four years were an age to the participants 
and to the anxious watchers. 

Four Years in the Parish. 


“Took upon this and look upon our own 
brief four years, the years in the 
life of parish. How insignificant does 
it all How short, because no great 
things crowded into it. No mighty 
deeds No wonderful things accom- 
plished. The years seem to have glided 
on into eternity without making a ripple 
upon their surface. But, my friends, be- 
cause there has been no great disturb- 
ance, because there has been no mighty 
upheavals, are we to suppose that naught 
hag been accomplished? The slaughter 
and carnage of a battle, with the thunders 
of its arriliery, sometimes changes the 
course of civilization; but the silent elec- 
tric current not only changes its course, 
but revolutionizes it. And so it may have 
been in the life of this parish. Its whole 
course and destiny may have been shaped 
in the quiet workings of these years. I 
think the test as to whether there has 
been anything of good accomplished is to 
ask ourselves would we. if we could. turn 
back the hands upon the dial of the his- 
tory of the parish four years? If we are 
more csontent Christian people with 
the present, then there has been progress— 
then a'‘e we beginning to reach upward 
and attain unto the things which God 
would have us reach. And stifl there must 
not be contentment, there must not be 
satisfaction. Contentment and satisfaction 
are not elements of progress. The soul 
that is contented and satisfied is in dan- 
ge". The parish that contented and 
satisfied can rise no higher.”’ 

The dean devoted a portion 
course to show the tests by 
church can ascertain its progress. 
said: 

The Deep and Hidden Things. 

“Can the deep things of the spirit and 
heart be summed up as we do figures 
upon a ledger? The spirit of the man is 
the candle of the Lord, and no eye can 
discern the hidden things gave his who 
holds the candle. Happy the pastor who 
can see as the years go by the outward 
manifestation in acts, acts of devotion, 
deyoutness and charity. And in this con- 
gregation I can see it.’’ 

He said there had been an increase in 
the number of early communicants, more 
zealous work in the chureh gocieties and 
Sabbath school. The confirmations showed 
double the number of baptisms. 

“Among those who have died,” he said, 
“there have been some we could ill afford 
to lose. The Lord nas taken them unto 
Himself. He has recognized their earnest 
endeavors. He has witnessed their’ strug- 
gles and their trials, and out. of His in- 
finite compassion He has called them to 
rest. And today they are with us_ in 
spirit—from their places in paradise they 
witness our endeavors, and when we gather 
at the sacred feast they will be with us 
in spirit, for there will be a communion 
of the saints. And some have fallen away. 
Alas, that we should have to speak those 
words. They were not of such timber to 
stand the hardships which come to the 
followers of Christ. And some have with- 
drawn through fear of fancied affront. It 
is en awful responsibility that a man 
takes upon himself to withdraw because 
of what some companion soul may have 
done. This is the saddest part of the 
summing up, this naming of those who 
have gone out from us: 

“Oh, Savior, Christ, our woes dispel, 

For some are sick and some are sad; 
And some have never loved Thee well, 

And some have lost the love they had.’ ”

Dr. A. R. Holderby, the beloved pastor of 
Moore Memorial Presbyterian church, has 
reeeived a call to the chancellorship of the 
Clinton Presbyterian university, in Clinton, 
S Cc. The trustees of the university have 
for the third time written Dr. Holderby an 
urgent invitation fo accept and Dr. Holder- 
by now has the matter under prayerful con- 
sideration. 

Yesterday morning just after the »ermon 
Dr. Holderby asked his deacons and the 
other officers of his church to meet with 
him in his study. No announcement was 
made to the congregation and tie fact that 
he is considering the matter is known to but 
few of the menibers of his church. 

Before the deacons Dr. Holderby made a 
full statement, showing the letter of invi- 
tation and asking his church officers to aid 
him in arriving at a proper conclusion. 

“Tl have received a call from the trustees 
and president of the Presbyterian college of 
Clinton, S. ¢C.,’’ said Dr. Holderby, “to ac- 
cept the chancellorship of the college. This 
being the third call lL have received from 
this college, I feel unable myself to decide 
fully and have called you, brethren, togeth- 
er to ask your prayerful assistance that I 
may do that which is right. Having been 
interested for many years in mission work 
and having occupied the professorship in a 
university before, I feel somewhat called 
to this work. I realize the great work that 
lies before me here in Atlanta, and that l 
may do that which is right 1 ask you, 
brethren, to assist me.” 

It was decidad unanimously by the official 
board of the church that Atlanta was Dr. 
Honderby’s field and that his services could 
not be dispensed with. It was also decided 
that a congregational meeting will be held 
next Sabbith, at which time definite 
action will be taken urging him to decline 
the call. 

Since being pastor of the Moore Memorial 
church Dr. Holderby has been instrumental 
in seeuring an elegant and = subsiantial 
house of worship, whiah is now used by his 
congregation. In addition to this the par- 
sonage Was erected under his administra- 
tion. Since this work was finished he has 
devoted the major portion of his time to 
charitable work, his charities not being con- 
fined alone to his congregation, but to the 
poor and destitute of Atlanta. Toa enable 
him to do this work more fittingly, a few 
years ago, at his own expense, he took a 
course of medicine in the Southern Medical 
college, of which he is now a graduate. He 
has estalbished a free medical dispensary, 
at which the poor and needy are treated 
without cost. This dispensary is supported 
largely through his efforts and liberal do- 
nations from citizens. He has treated sev- 
era! thousand patients since the establish- 
ment of the dispensary. 

“When Dr. Holderby accepted the call 
to the Moore Memortal church he found the 
chureh badly disorganized,” said Mr. A. B. 
Warner, yesterday. “The chureh had been 
without a pastor for some time. Dr. Hol- 
derby went actively to work and the econ- 
gregation is now one of the largest in the 
city. We could ill afford to lose his 
Vices now. He has endeared himself to ev- 
ery member of his church and congregation 
and we feel that it would be an irreparable 
loss to the church for him to resign. Bvery 
effort will be made to have him decline the 
call and remain with his church.”

DR. HOLDERBY’S SERMON. 


H» Preached to a Large Congregaticn 
Yesterday. 
R. Holderby preached 
sermon vesterday at Moore Memorial 
church from the following text: ‘Let us 
not therefore judge one another any more, 
but judge this rather that no man put a 
stumbling block or an occasion to fall in 
his brother’s way.” He said in substance: 

“The time and day has come when the 
tendency of the man to lose his individual- 
ity is uppermost. The demand of the day 
is for trusts and combinations. No one 
man counts for much in these great or- 
ganizations. So the tendency in the Chris- 
tian world is today. When we sit in our 
congregations today we are apt to consider 
the sermon as not much for us, but more 
for the rest. So the most good to be done 
today is by individual effort. Man's indi- 
vidual efforts can accomplish more today 
than the preacher in the pulpit. The effect 
of influence is great today. We are admon- 
ished by the text not to be a stumbling 
block or put one in our brothers’ way. The 
first stumbling block we may be guilty of 
placing is infidelity. Your belief in any 
subject is sure to cause some one else tu 
believe, while our unbelief will strengthen 
others to disbelieve. We are sure of one 
thing only this day, that is, we shall he 
judged. Oh, do we live today, and each 
day of our lives, just as we would like to 
be brought before God. Again our indiffer- 
ence may cause others to be indifferent. 
It is impossible for a father to be a de- 
voted Christian and not raise his children 
to be believing children. 

“If we are guilty of unbelief we are a 
stumbling block to some one. An unguard- 
ed word may cause some one to stumble. 
We should be careful how we speak, an 
unthoughtless word may cast a soul to hell. 
Our attention to our duties may cause some 
to be led by our example to follow us. If 
we disregard our vows and treat them 
lightly we may be a stumbling block to 
One weak brother. We shall one day stand 
before the judgment bar, and is there one 
who can say that he has not been a stum- 
bling block to some. We should always 
do our best, and then we still may be in 
some dear brother’s way. Only by close 
living with Christ are we able to keep from 
being ’a stumbling block.’’

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BISHOP. NBLSON ON 
THE CONFERENCE 


He Talks Most Interestingly of the 
Sessions of Lambeth. 


A MAGNIFICENT GATHERING 


Thought Thsy Were the Most Brilliant 
He Had Ever Seen. 


AMERICAN BISHOPS HIGHLY HRONOREB 


St. Luke’s Church Was Filled To Hear 
Address on Great Ecclesiastical 
Gathering in London. 


A large congregation heard the vivid de- 
scription of the Lambeth conference by 
Bishop Nelson at St. Luke’s church yesier- 
day moraing. He told of it in its many 
aspects. 

He gave a short sketch of the eurly 
history of this conference ard the success 
it had in its infancy. He told of the work 
of the late gathering and of the notable 
personages that were among the distin- 
guished body of churchmen who had gath- 
ered together to discuss the needs, the 
plans and the future of the church, to be- 
come better acquainted ahd engage in the 
holy spiritual communion that they ufe 
forded to each other. 

He said that those bishops who attend- 
ed the conference from America were a 
most representative number and they. were 
highly honored and respected by thoze 
from other countries, representing Canada, 
India, Australia, England, Scotland and 
everywhere the English language is spoken. 
He said that he was very proud of the 
part the American bishops took in the ses- 
sion each day, and when one of them ad- 
dressed the body he was always listened 
to with the greatest attention. 

He described the place where the meet- 
ings each day were held and brought plain- 
ly before the mind's eye of his congre- 
gation the beautiful gardens, chapel and 
other scenes around the Lambeth palace, 
the home of the archbishop of Canterbury. 

In part he said: “In the limited time al- 
lowed far my talk this morning I believe 
I could best use it to tell you something of 
the great Lambeth conference, which I 
have just attended—of its work, its ob- 
ject and its personnel. This one was con- 
sidered the most successful that the An- 
glican curch has ever held. It was the best 
attended, and the result was that it did 
more toward the discussion of church in- 
terests than any that has yet been held. 

‘It was hearly forty years ago that 
the archbishop of Canada, Bishop Lewis, 
wrote to the archbishop of Canterbury to 
call together the bishops of the church 
that they might commune together, be- 
come better acquainted and discuss the 
plans of the church with a view to better- 
ing and improving it in every way. 

“The idea was unpopular when (first 
started, but his grace, the archbishop of 
Canterbury, named a time for all those 
who thought it would be well to meet to- 
gether to come to London for a short ses- 
sion. The first one was held in 1876. This 
did not prove a very good success and was 
poorly attended. 

“About ten years later another was held, 
and by this time the superstition of the 
opposers to the former one had partly 
died away and it was better attended. 
Much was accomplished at this one and 
the results of it were very manifest. 

“The one just held was a tmagnificent 
success, and I believe was one of the most 
notable gatherings that have ever been 
held, no matter whether it was legislative, 
eccelsiastical or state.The discussions that 
arose in this body during the meetings 
were remarkable for their warmth, courte- 
Sy and thought.”’ 

Bishop Nelson continued to describe the 
scenes in the sessiens and tell of the prom- 
inent men who were there and who teok 
part in the deliberations vf ‘the con- 
ference. All the bishops of the Anglican 
church in England were there, and the 
venerable heads of some of them were an 
inspiration to the younger ones. 

“Their words of kindly feeling and g00d 
advice were the source of the good of the 
Lambeth conference, and it was u lesson 
to all those who had never attended them 
before to see and hear what these men 
would say. The conference was the first 
that has been recognized by the crown. 
Heretofore.they have sent their best wishes 
to the queen and received a message of 
thanks in return, but during the last con- 
ference they were signally recognized and 
honored by her majesty. ° 

Bishop Nelson believes that it was a 
source of much good to the church, and 
he will attempt to give to the members of 
it in Georgia the same inspiration that he 
gained from attending the counference 
through his sermons to them on this grand 
assemblage and its work. He preached at 
St. Luke’s at the evening service and de- 
livered one of his very strong, forceful and 
characteristic sermons. 


VIEW OF AN ENGLISH MINISTER. 


Talks Plainly About His Impressions 
of This Country. 
From The New York Journal. 

At the meeting of the Christian and Mis- 
s:onary Alliance, in the gospel tabernacle 
at Forty-fourth street and Eighth avenue 
on ordinary days, and at the American 
theater on Sundays, which delegates from 
lands as far off as India attend, the hercu- 
lean figure of the Rev. Henry Varley, of 
England, attracts rapt attention. 

He is sixty-two years of age, and has 
been a preacher since he was sixteen. 
He was a butcher and an evangelist for 
thirty years of his life. Hig sermons have 
the plainness of commercial reports, and 
they captivate men for that reason, doubt- 
less, since his auditors are mostly men. 
The proportion in San Francisco was five 
men to three women. Oh, he has no deli- 
cacy, no imagination, and he never makes 
an appeal to the emotions! 

He arrived here from Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, in January; interested California, se- 
duced ‘Montana, aimost converted Utah 
against polygamy, and thrilled a province 
of Canada, where poetry, not logic, had 
impressed men’s minds. In black broad- 
cloth, very white shirt and narrow, black 
cravat, after breakfast he gave in a fa- 
miliar talk yesterday his impressions of 
America. He said:

They came up from almost every 
county and my former idea that it was 
confined ‘0 the mountainous section cov- 
ered by the jurisdiction of the court was 
thoroughly exploded,

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| REFORMATORY AT WATERWORKS 


Mr. Howell C. Erwin Suggests This as 
a Place. 

Since the establishment of a reformatory 
has been agitated by the people of Atlanta 
it has brought many of the prominent citl- 
zens to think how such an institution could 
be put up by the city or the county. 

Mr. Howell C. Erwin proposes plans and 
suggests a site. He says: 

“The question of establishing a reform- 
atory for children has been a matter for 
discussion for years past. Then why not 
build one and put it at once into operation? 


Why allow fhese little waifs to go t« the | 


stockade and the chaingang, to becume 
contaminated by associating with the vilest 
criminals? 

‘Here is one remedy for 
situation: The city owns several hundred 
acres at the old waterworks and on this 
land are a number of houses which were 
used by the operatives, besides the large 
rock building, the pumping house and the 
boiler rooms, which are used for no pur- 
pose now but for the storage of two old 
engines. 

‘These buildings could be used temporari- 
ly until the county or city could erect suita- 
ble ones. Let the city furnish from twenty- 
five to thirty acres of ground and the coun- 
ty the houses, and the expense of operat:ng 
the place be borne by the county and city 
jointly. After the first year the boys could 
work in the fields and raise all the vegeta- 
bles: the girls be taught to sew and make 
all the clothes to be worn by both boys 
and girls. 

“They could raise chickens and by milking 
cows there would be plenty and more. In 
their spate time they could be educated by 
some Christian woman. The location is 4 
good ‘one. It is far from evil influences and 
yet near enough to the car line. I think this 
would be an admirable place.”

Visited Two of the Big Eastern Cities 
While He Was Away. 


HE TALKS ABOUT HIS TRIP 


An Experience on the Bowery Which 
Is Not Elaborated. 


SOME GREAT EXPECTATIONS ON THE DEEP 


Escape from’ Sea Sickness—Three 
Days’ Grace—Captain Joiner’s Ef- 
ficiency as Acting Chief.

Is Sent to the Home for the Friend- 
less by the Chief of Police. 
The Sad History. 


A little curly-haired, blue-eyed tot she 
was, and, as she munched a cold biscuit 
in her chubby fist, little did she seem to 
care that kind-hearted people were talking 
about her in sad whispers. 

She was brought into the police barracks 
yesterday afternoon by Mr. J. H. Bruce, 
Her temporary guardian told the Lttle 
girl’s history to the acting chief of police, 
the poiice matron and a reporter of The 
Constitution. ; 

‘He said that the child was May Hudson 
and her father and mother were both ill in 
the Grady hospital. It was one of the most 
pathetic and touching stories that has been 
related at the police barracks in many a 
day.

She was 
sent temporarily ‘to a place unt!) yosterday 
morning when she became ill—so il] that 
she, too, had to be sent to the hospital. 

But what was to be done with little gold- 
glen-haired, blue-eyed ‘May? Mr. Bruce ask- 
ed this question of Mrs. Hudson and she 
replied with a choking voice as she Kissed 
the child through blinding tears: 

“*T will leave her with you and God.” 

Yesterday afternoon the child. was t%k- 
en to the police barracks and a consulta- 
tion held concerning her future. Acting 
Chief of Police Joiner communicated with 
the Home for the Friendless and asked if 
there was room for a little girl who was 
homeless and friendless. Quickly the an- 
ewer was flashed over the telephone: 

‘Send the Uttle girl to us and send her 
at o:ice.’”’ 

The sudden breaking up of the Hudson 
home was a sad affair..Only a short while 
ago father, mother and two Lttle girls 
were living happily and contentedly to- 
gether.
